NO CHANGE 


The Menlo Park city council 
met Wednesday night, April 12, 
because its regular meeting date 
of April 11 happened to be elec- 
tion day. 

Although there was cause for 
rejoicing .. . three councilmen 
having been retained in office by 
the balloting ... there was no di- 
rect mention of the election in 
keeping with protocol prescribed 
by the Emily Post of politics. 

Not even a word of congratula- 
tion. 

But before the session was over, 
Mayor Charles P. Burgess just 
couldn’t resist a bit of temptation 
and came up with a typically dip- 
lomatic remark. In setting a mat- 
ter for future decision, he point- 
ed out there was no need for 
immediate action because: 

“I understand the council mem- 
bership isn’t changed.” 


Still Going Up: 


Mrs. Margaret Becker, city clerk, 
administered the oath of office for 
new four-year terms to Mayor Bur- 
gess, Councilman Wallace Brown 
and Councilman George Ford, who 
were retained by voters last week. 

Mrs. Becker then took the chair 
and called for motions for selection 
of mayor. 

NOMINATED BY CHURCH 

Councilman Edward Church nom- 
inated Burgess and was joined by 
Brown, Ford and Councilman Mich- 
ael Belsangie in voting for the re- 
appoint.ment. 

Burgess expressed his apprecia- 
tion in :a brief statement ahd said 
he would work toward “carrying 
on in the future as we have in the 
past.” 

The position of vice Mayor was 
created in wonformity with prac- 
tice in numerous other cities. In 
that position, Church automatically 
will take ovezr' the mayor’s duties, 
including presiding over council 
meetings, on occasions when Bur- 
gess is out of the city. 

SIMPLER PROC'EDURE 

Under the past set-up, it was 
necessary at each council meeting 
not attended by Burgess to go 
through the formality of selecting 
a presiding officer.

Word on Postal 
Cutback Awaited 
By MP Postoffice 


Menlo Park postal officials said 
yesterday they were awaiting offic- 
ial information on the home mail 
delivery service cut ordered Tues- 
day. 

The order will reduce home de- 
liveries to one day, but would not 
affect business district deliveries, 
Washington dispatches said. It was 
estimated that nationally 10,000 
postal employes would be dismissed. 

A postal bulletin, containing fur- 
ther information and orders on the 
curtailment, is scheduled to ar- 
rive at the Menlo Park post office 
within the next few days. Postal of- 
ficers here said that, in the absence 
of orders to the contrary, it is as- 
sumed that the new schedule will 
start July 1 with the beginning of 
the new fiscal year. 

Besides curtailment of home de- 
liveries, the postmaster general’s 
order calls for curtailment of post 
office window hours, reduction of 
the number of pick-ups from street 
mail boxes, the curtailment of Sat- 
urday deliveries in business dis- 
tricts and the processing of only 
first class mail at night.

THE COUNCIL IS RETAINED 


Menlo Park voters, balloting April 11 in the first contested 
municipal election since 1944, gave the city council a full 
vote of confidence and retained three of its members for four- 
year terms. Wallace H. Brown, Charles P. Burgess and George 
S. Ford, the latter a 1948 appointee, will continue to serve the 
city along with Councilmen Michael Belangie and Edward 
Church. 

The campaign conducted by Harrison Johnston, the fourth 
candidate for the three positions open, was directed along 
lines the council was not ‘‘truly representative’ since four of 
the five members had become members through appointment 
and never had been seated ina contested election. 

Apparently Mr. Johnston’s campaign weapon wasn’t quite 
enough to convince voters that a change would be beneficial, 
in view of the present council’s record of past actions and its 
plans for future development of Menlo Park. The council as 
reorganized at last Tuesday night’s special meeting can carry 
on its program as the same unit. 

While the RECORDER urged the retention of the three 
incumbent candidates and opposed any change in a group of 
proven ability, it does heartily agree with Mr. Johnston’s com- 
mittee chairman, J. E. Joseph, who stated after the election 
that the Johnston candidacy “was not a vainglorious effort 
on his part . . . that he lost the race is a matter of secondary 
importance.’ 

As Mr. Joseph pointed out in his sportsmanlike state- 
ment, “the significant point rests in the fact that he ran for 
the office and in so doing brought to the direct attention of 
the people the importance and power of the ballot. That was 
good for the voters. They were impelled to the stimulating 
realization that their votes were truly expressive and they did 
something about it.”’ : 

Certainly there is nothing to slacken interest in an elec- 
tion more than lack of a contest. While the April 11 turnout of 
about 1140 voters was not too impressive in view of a 12,000 
population and a registration of 4560, largest in history, it 
nevertheless was the heaviest vote ever cast in a Menlo Park 
council election. Undoubtedly the contest was the major 
factor there. 

We'll sum up things like this: 

Our congratulations to the winning candidates and our 
commendations to Mr. Johnston and all who worked for him 
for their high interest in civic affairs. 

Our congratulations to fellow councilmen who selected Mr. 
Burgess to continue as mayor—a choice based not only on his 
record but on the expressed wishes of the voters who placed 
him at the top of the ballot. 

And, our sincere hopes that councilmen will not take on 
too much of a headache when they place into the animal con- 
trol ordinance the provision so staunchly supported by the 
voters that dogs be on a leash or under control of a person 
when off owners’ premises.

A great many people, myself in- 
cluded, were mildly astonished to 
find the dog leashing provision of 
proposed animal control ordinance 
passing at our April 11 election by 
736 to 458, a ratio of 8-5. 


My guess was that the majority of 
people would vote against it. Yet 
the measure received a majority 
vote in every one of the eight elec- 
tion precincts in the city. In Su- 
burban Park the vote was three to 
one, the greatest margin in the 
city. The lowest margin, one and 
one-tenth to one, was curiously 
enough in the precinct voting at 
the Hillview School, which included 
the area which brought the proposal 
before the city council. 


I would have guessed that Belle 
Haven would have been most 
strongly against the proposal, yet 
it went over there two to une, 
much above the ratio for the city 
as a whole, 


Dog owners should take this vote 
of the people to heart, for it ex- 
oresses a deep seated resentment 
against the thoughlessness of those 
of us who allow dogs to roam and 
deface and destroy the property of 
our neighbors. It has been argued 
that Menlo Park is in the country, 
and that people live here so that 
their dogs can run. But people also 
live here so that they can have 
gardens and flowers. When the 
chips were down, the gardens won 
eight to five, and all because many 
of the guardians of man’s best 
friend did not recognize their re- 
sponsibilities to their neighbors. 


The first step in making the man- 
date of the voters effective will be 
the employment of a poundmaster. 
The personnel board and the city 
manager will cail for an examin- 
ation for this post. 


Meanwhile, the city attorney 
will put the proposed animal con- 
trol ordinance in final shape for 
introduction at the next meeting 
of the city council, which will be 
next Tuesday. Two weeks later 
the ordinance will be finally 
adopted and 30 days thereafter it 
will become effective. 

By that time we should have a 
poundmaster and equipment. 


I like this matter of putting sub- 
jects such as this up to a vote of 
th e people. Perhaps two years from 
now we may have other contro- 
versial subjects which can go on 
the ballot at the next election so 
that the council may be informed 
as to the wishes of the electorate. 
I confess that I would have voted 
against the leashing provision oth- 
erwise, because I did not believe the 
majority opinion was for it. 


Let me take advantage of this 
column to thank the voters of Men- 
lo Park for their generous express~- 
ion of confidence at the April 11 
election. I will continue to strive 
to merit this confidence. _ 


It has been estimated that by 
1980, there will be 22 million persons 


favoring Menlo Park businessmen in municipal purchasing. 
As the policy-making body, the council directed by formal 
motion that the purchasing department place its orders with 
merchants having places of business in Menlo’ Park—'‘all 
things being equal,’’ to quote Councilman Edward Church, 
who made the motion. 

That term means, of course, that business will be kept 
at home provided hometown merchants can provide equal 
services and goods at equal prices. 

It is a fact that some purchase orders have been placed 
outside the city without Menlo Park businessmen being given 
the opportunity to provide like goods or services at compar- 
able prices. Possibly too much latitude and not enough super- 
vision has been given the purchasing section. 

Menlo Park businessmen should welcome the council 
action, which places the city government squarely on record 
as favoring the hometown merchant. It is incumbent upon the 
city’s buyers to follow this policy as far as possible. 

The council action placed a certain measure of responsi- 
bility upon Menlo Park businessmen. If they want their fair 
share of municipal business, they must be ready to meet the 
“all things being equal’ requirement. They should also be 
on guard to see they have opportunity to go after city business 

The latter can be done simply, since all city purchasing 
orders are a matter of public record and open to inspection.

Kenneth McDougall, attorney for 
opponents of the use permit, at- 
tacked a 250-foot zone of interest. 
used by the commission to define 
the “neighborhood” of the church 
from which protests were consider- 
ed. 

He contended the ordinance has 
no such boundary definition of 
“neighborhood”, challenged author- 
ity of the planning commission to 
grant a permit and that a use per- 
mit may not be granted if it is 
shown to be detrimental to a neigh- 
borhood. 

He argued council is the proper 
body to act on a use permit and that 
the planning board is a “referee” tu 
make recommendations rather than 
take action. 

McDougall repeatedly said there 
was no question of freedom of wor- 
ship or dictums by high courts, but 
only that of the meaning of the 
Menlo Park zoning ordinance. 

Andrew F. Burke, counsel for 
the Catholic archdiocese of San 
Francisco, contended the council 
had no power of review over the 
planning commission decision and 
that the only issue was interpre- 
tation of “neighborhood.” He held 
the 250-foot “zone of interest” 
used by the planning commission 
to be a proper definition of 
“neighborhood.” 

He contended that in ‘dealing 
with a use permit, we are dealing 
with a valid recognized use,” such 
as use of a place for public worship. 

He cited decisions by the United 
States supreme court and the su- 
preme court of Ohio holding that 
public worship is the “highest usé 
to which property can be put.” 
Some 200 persons, largest audience 
yet to attend a council session at 
civic center since it opened in the 
fall of 1948, were present at the 
hearing.

Commissioners went on record 
favoring the Willow road extension 
to Sandhill road, with the proviso 
that a southern alternate route 
through Stanford university was 
preferable to an extension along 
Cambridge avenue and through 
built-up residential area. 

The use of Bay road as a north- 
south artery was approved by a 
3-2 vote of the board with Commis- 
Sioners Charles Andrews and Harry 
Miner dissenting. 

Miner told commissioners that he 
did not favor use of the road 
through a built-up residential area 
as a route for through traffic, on 
the basis that to do so would en- 
courage truck traffic. 

It was suggested that the posting 
of load-limit signs would prevent 
such use of the street and that the 
posting of such signs could be sug- 
gested to the city council. 

NO IMMEDIATE ACTION 

The county master plan is de- 
signed to guide development of 
highways through the area over the 
next few years.

(Continued from Page 1-B) 
dians moved to this area about 
10,000 years ago. 

Other efforts have been based 
on efforts to analyze the size of 
the shell mounds left by the tribes. 

There have also been attempts 
to correlate the Indian’s arrival 
with the rate at which the land 
around San Francisco bay has 
been sinking. 

Since the natives started deposit- 
ing their shells in mounds above sea 
level, ‘the bases of some mounds 
have become submerged as the wat- 
ers of the bay have advanced. 

The shell mounds had no signifi- 
cance other than as an indication 
of the general slovenliness and care- 
lessness of those who built them. 
The Indian diet included a large 
amount of seafood in addition to 
ame, berries and various types of 
seeds, and the refuse of the count- 
less thousands of meals which the 
Indians ate was tossed onto the 
communal garbage heap. 
MOUNDS A CLUE 

Some of these mounds grew to 
prodiguous size, one found in what 
is now San Mateo being about 250 
feet in diameter and 25 feet high. 

Efforts have been made to com- 
pute the age of the Indian villages 
by measuring the size of the shell 
mound at the site, and figuring that 
each Indian would contribute a giv- 
en number of shells during the 
course of a year. 

The number of Indians in a 
village has to be assumed, but, 
an age of 4000 years for some of 
the villages has been arrived at. 


The Indians wore few if any 
clothes. The women are said to have 
worn an apron made of skin, woven 
bark fibers, or woven tule. 

The men went naked for the 
greater part of the year. 

In winter they may have don- 
ned a few simple garments made 
from the skins of deer, rabbits 
and other animals; and on cold 
mornings they are said to have 
covered themselves with a layer 
of mud to keep out the cold until 
the sun came out and warmed 
them. 

What work there was to be done 
was apparently divided among the 
men and women along the same 
lines as in other tribes; but there 
was less work. 

The men apparently attended to 
the hunting and fishing, and the 
women occupied themselves with 
such domestic tasks as care of the 
children, manufacture of rudiment- 
ary baskets and pottery and gath- 
ering of berries and seeds and the 
preparation of food. 

Primitive cooking was done by 
dropping heated rocks into water- 
tight baskets or bowls of food. The 
Indians raised no crops. 


SIMPLE CUSTOMS 

Social life was also very simple. 
Marriage and divorce were both 
easy; although the details of the 
marriage ceremony, if any, are un- 
known. One of the customs of the 
country required a newlywed bride 
to “resist the advances” of her 
husband by inflicting visible 
scratches on him with her finger- 
nails, 

In cases of divorce, the children 
became charges of the mother.

Politically, the tribes were loose- 
ly organized. There were hered- 
itary chiefs who apparently had 
limited powers, and there were 
medicine men who seem to have 
occupied a less powerful place in 


ornaments and utensils and a few 
gragments of pottery and basketry 
have also been found in the mounds, 
as have a few skeltons. 

The communal garbage heap was 
not a usual burial place, however; }- 
most of the Indians in the region 
cremated their dead. 

EASY GOING LIFE 

Life was easy and these natives 
took it as it came. 

Houses were uncomplicated; they 
consisted of a pit covered over with 
brush or thatch held up by poles.
